Harsh Strain 


It was not a bootstrap exercise, 
hut it had some of the harsh 
strain of that procedure 
with great sweating and sacrifice, 
the region's economy was pushed 
forward.

In 1957 
the total slid to $44.9 millions.

Can and Should Be Ended for All Time 


Gov. Vandiver yesterday was bru- 
tally honest in discussing the state of the 
state’s finances in his address to the Gen- 
eral Assembly and to the people of Geor- 
gia. He was equally direct in outlining a 
program of action to restore morality, 
economy and efficient operation to state 
government. 

He challenged the Legislature to ac- 
cept its responsibilities, to reclaim its 
position as an equal partner with the ex- 
ecutive and to adopt a program which can 
do just that. 

We, along with all Georgians, applaud 
these stands. We understand the precari- 
ous financial position as outlined and the 
necessity for strong measures to insure 
the state’s being able to meet its essential 
obligations. Retrenchment never is as 
popular as expansion. But we do not be- 
lieve that any citizen except those who 
have been the beneficiaries will object to 
ending the waste and reckless spending of 
recent months. 

In that connection, Gov. Vandiver’s 
words themselves are as strong editorial 
comment as we can make and are re- 
peated here for emphasis:

Batista’s Murderers 


Cuba’s trials and executions of the 
murderers and torturers who operated 
under the Batista regime woke a num- 
ber of protests. 

Uncle Sam frowned. So did a number 
of religious groups and a senator or 6&0. 

This illustrates a curious aspect of 
human nature and the Castro government 
understandably is unhappy about it. 

During the long years of Batista there 
were several thousarid persons murdered 
and tortured. There are lists of them. 
There are pictures of many of the mu- 
tilated bodies. There were decent women 
who were attacked and abused by Ba- 
tista’s secret police. 

No religious group protested. 

The United States was silent. We con- 
tinued as before, lending aid and com- 
fort to Batista. His thugs, every bit as 
vicious and cruel as those of Stalin, Hit- 
ler, Mussolini, Franco, Peron or others of 
that stripe, were merciless and pitiless. 

Wives were tortured before husbands; 
children were abused before parents. 
Some 20,000 Cubans were murdered, 
maimed and tortured. 


There were no trials, no courts. There 
Was terror. 

No protests were made to Batista’s 
government. 

Castro had trials. He invited news- 
men to cover them. Some of the worst 
criminals imaginable have been executed. 
Others will be. Yet this seemingly shocked 
the sensibilities of many, even though it 
was done by courts and not by secret 
police hoodlums as under Batista. 


Those who do not believe in capital 
punishment have a right to protest. But 
those who were silent for Batista and who 
now protest Castro’s executions as “in- 
human” are not consistent. Nor is their 
position tenable. 


If there is a Cuban law providing the 
death penalty for murder, then Castro’s 
courts will be busy trying and punishing 
the vicious underworld murderers.

“Wasteful spending and corrupt practices 
feed upon each other. . . . It is no wonder 
then that the state is on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy and the surplus dissipated.”’

WASHINGTON—Soviet propaganda used to 
be effective in this country mainly with young 
men and women who fancied themselves to be 
victimized intellectuals—and with gangster types who 
any old vehicle to power. It was fair to say in those days that in 
the field of influencing sensible people the Soviet Union was an 


elephant that could not dance. 

But the elephant can dance 
now; indeed, he is dancing all 
over the front pages and all over 
the toes of our government. 

This is the unpleasant truth 
about the visit of Soviet Deputy 
Premier Anastas I. Mikoyan. 
Whatever else he may be doing 
here, he is doing a folksy job 
of selling the line that the Com- 
munists are pretty good people, 
after all. 

Nearly every place he has been 
he has hit just the right note 
of appeal to Americans. Some- 
times he has been just a little 
apologetic about the vast crimes 
of the Communists. Some of these 
things were perhaps bad, yes; 
but, man to man, you know how 
matters get out of hand some- 
times. Again, he has quipped 
about the impermanence of offi- 
cial jobs in Moscow. 

Even the occasional hostile 
demonstrations have helped 
rather than hurt Mikoyan’s mis- 
sion, for they have created a bit 
of an underdog sympathy for 
him.

Ike’s Message Had

WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower's quiet 
State of the Union message contains a hidden 
explosive. Temporarily lost in the headline ar- 


guments over defense spending, balancing the budget and filibuster, 
here is a project which is exciting, novel and significant. It is a bold 
idea. Simply put, it is this: To develop a 10-year budget of national 


objectives. 

This is a practical idea of tre- 
mendous potential because it ad- 
dresses itself to one of the greatest 
needs of the nation in these times. 


It isn’t enough for us as a peo- 
ple, as a nation, as a government, 
to look merely a year ahead. 

Without delaying what needs to 
be done now, we need to look fur- 
ther ahead. We need to see what 
we can and should accomplish in 
five and 10 years. 

To formulate these national goals 
is a first and great step toward 
achieving them. 

Fortunately, in his State of the 
Union message the President said: 
Let’s do it. 

It seems to me that the very 
heart of the problem is how to 
create a commission on national 
goals which will give it the best 
chance to do its job, to do it 
well and to exert leadership at 
every level of government. 

I believe this project is so good 
it ought to brought into being 
under ideal stances—and it 
can be. If a commission on nation- 
al goals is to attract the service 
of the most qualified people and 
enjoy a stature absolutely essen- 
tial in order that its ‘‘goals” may 
carry weight, these conditions 
need to be met: 


1. The commission needs to be 
re ; ;

nonpartisan in purpose and per- 
sonnel. 

2. It needs to be bipartisan in 
sponsorship; that is, both parties 
ought to be invited to support its 
creation. 

3. It should have the joint back- 
ing and the joint authority of the 
President and the Congress. It 
ought not to be the creature of 
the White House alone, It ought 
not to be the creature of the Con- 
gress alone. 

I would hope the President would 
Fropose legislation to Congress 
which would give the commission 
both congressional and executive 
backing, which would provide it 
with a suitable appropriation and 
which would call upon the legisla- 
tive leaders and Eisenhower to 
join in manning it with outstand- 
ingly qualified citizens. 

Of course, there would be some 
political advantage to the Presi- 
dent and the Republicans to take 
the initiative tu create such a com-

In the interest of gathering ac- 
curate information and factual 
data relative to state expendi- 
tures, requiring careful investiga- 
tion and time-consuming studies, 
to be made available to the budget 
authorities, to the Finance Com- 
mission and others concerned, it 
is my intention to create within 
the governor’s office, itself, a di- 
vision on departmental operations. 
It will be a fact-finding agency 
only, not encroaching on the pre- 
rogatives of any official or legis- 
lator. It will be headed by a com- 
petent person as director fully 
familiar with budget and fiscal 
affairs, who shall be vested with 
authority to make a constant ex- 
amination of all budget requests. 


Every Economy 


It will be necessary for us to 
institute every economy possible 
in the next few months in an ef- 
fort to rebuild the surplus by fis- 
cal year’s end in order to take 
care of the barest needs for op- 
erations in the Education depart- 
ment—to project the minimum 
fuundation program; in the High- 
way department—to match fed- 
eral funds under the interstate 
program and to provide for now 
neglected maintenance; and, in 
the Welfare department—to take 
care of normal increases in the 
number of needy persons entitled 
to assistance. 


The extra money that will be 
required to do these things in the 
coming fiscal year, over and 
above the present normal op- 
erating budget, is estimated to 
be as follows: 


Education—11 million dollars— 
of which the eight million dollars 
additional would be for opera- 
tions of the common schools; two 
million dollars would be for the 
University System and $750,000 
for additional state contributions 
to the Teacher Retirement Sys- 


operations, it has carried on its 
work and has filed its report. 


I compliment, as highly as I 
know how, the members of this 
committee for their determina- 
tion to do as thorough a job for 
the people as possible under ad- 
verse circumstances.

Reorganization 


The present structure of the 
state government has been pyra- 
mided, one function on top of the 
other, over a period of many 
years. Time and careful study, as 
well as capable, informed assist- 
ance, will be necessary to correct 
its deficiencies. 


And let me say this: In any 
economy and consolidation pro- 
gram as much depends upon prop- 
er, aggressive, thorough adminis- 


to strip state and local govern- 
ments of their reserved powers 
and responsibilities and concen- 
trate them all in one, vast, 
sprawling, complex, tyrannical 
bureaucracy in Washington. 


It is a continuation of an age 
old struggle — man’s fight to 
govern himself in a manner con- 
sistent with his needs, his heri- 
tage, his desires and his environ- 
ment. 


The administration beginning 
today will carry on this fight in- 
telligently and with every re 
source available to us. 


We say to our local officials

Government Honesty 


At the same time the adminis- 
tration will support a 25-part 
“Honesty in government” pack- 
age bill in line with my campaign 
pledges made to the people last 
summer. This bill will define ex- 
plicitly crimes against the state 
by persons selling to the state or 
holding positions of trust in the 
state government. 


The purpose of this legislation 
is to prevent any recurrences of 
happenings we have witnessed in 
recent months where state offi- 
cials and employes have engaged 
in various practices inimical to 
the state’s interests seemingly 
with complete impunity. 


Permit me to suggest that any 
crippling amendments that might 
be offered to weaken this bill be 
vigorously resisted for we must 
arm our prosecuting officials with 
laws with teeth in them. 


Let us do so, that never again, 
can any state official or employe 


law and proclaim to the world 
that he does not care one whit 
for what the people think and that 
the accepted standard of ethics 
and morals observed by every 
citizen in the conduct of their 
affairs does not apply to him. 


I call upon you to help me end 
that sort of thing once and for 
all in Georgia.

Now I have outlined to you 
the administration’s legislative 
program and have detailed to you 
the condition of the state govern- 
ment, particularly as it relates to 
the perilous financial condition 
of the Treasury. 


I do not need to tell you that 
just pulling ourselves out of the 
difficulties we are in will require 
time, patience and application on 
our part. 


The welfare of nearly four mil- 
lion people is at stake. 


Not only are we confronted 
with these many internal prob- 
lems but we, like all the states, 


are menaced by ever-growing ef-

Women who are concerned about losing their hus- 


Said the expert on crea- 
tures in the jungle and crea- 
tures who belong in the jungle:

According to Dorothy Bier, 
director of case workers of 
Family Service in Atlanta, if 
women would swallow their 
pride, ignore the pressures from 
friends and society, many a 
man who becomes involved with 
another woman can be brought 
to his senses. 


“If a woman loves her hus- 
band at all, she will do every- 
thing she can to preserve her 
home and family despite urg- 
ings from outsiders to dissolve 
the marriage,”’ said Mrs. Bier. 
‘‘Men as a rule, seldom know 
what they want anyway and 
very often they are seeking a 
change from the marital rut 
in which they find themselves.” 


IN DIVORCE COURT 

“A marriage may be on the 
rocks long before the ‘other 
woman enters the _ picture,” 
Mrs. Bier added. “Very often 
the wife who is on her toes 
and finds her husband side- 
stepping on his, can bring him 
back to his senses before an- 
other woman makes her grand 
entrance.”’ Mrs. Bier points out 
that since men are by nature 
polygamous, love doesn’t neces- 
sarily blind them to other wom- 
en. “A man seldom succumbs 
to the lure of black lace how- 


ever, provided his relationship 
with his wife is satisfactory,” 
she said. 


Mrs. Bier stressed that men, 
collectively speaking, are very 
often apt to wink at the indis- 
cretions of others until a mar- 
riage finally crashes on the 
rocks of the divorce courts. But 
she made a distinction between 
the man who puts too many 
cocktails and miles between 
him and his spouse who might 
momentarily indulge in a 
‘fling’? and the man who be- 
comes more seriously and s0- 
berly involved to the extent of 
dissolving his home. Said one 
psychiatrist: ‘Looking at a 
woman through too many high- 
ball glasses often makes her 
seem a lot more alluring than 
she actually is.”

Kidney Exam 
Is Vital Test 


Examination of the urine has 
been done for many years in a 
simple or more complicated way, 
and this tells us a good deal about 
the kidneys. 


If the kidneys should fail, the 
body would die of poisoning from 
a flooding of the blood with urea, 
which is the main constituent of 
the urine and the end result of 
the breakdown of the body cells. 
A certain amount of this is elimi- 
nated daily in the urine, which 
is secreted from the blood and 
brought to the kidneys. This must 
be done or there is serious trou- 
ble in the body. 


The usual test of the urine tells 
a good deal about the work the 
kidneys are doing, both in the 
amount of urine sent down con- 
stantly from the kidneys to the 
storage place, the bladder, and in 
the quality of its contents. 


When a person has all the ad- 
vantages of a modern laboratory, 
he has his kidneys tested in other 
ways, too. His blood is checked 
for certain proteins which, if pres- 
ent in large amounts, are an ex- 
cessive burden on the kidneys. 
When the body is poisoned from 
various diseases, the way in which 
the kidneys perform is often the 
critical point in their illness; 
those organs may make or break 
the outcome. A so-called kidney 
failure is an ominous event; the 
patient may lapse into convulsions 
or coma just because these or- 
gans are not able to carry on 
their usual work. 


Some people are born with only 
one kidney; others may lose one 
by surgical removal of a useless, 
diseased one. Those people then 
have only one to take over the 
work usually done by two. That 
one will do all right by them if 
‘they take good care of their gen- 
eral health and are lucky enough 
to escape disease locally in that 
kidney. 

Modern medicine has also pro- 
vided for us an artificial kidney 
which can temporarily do the 
work of the kidneys when they 
are unable to carry on for a while. 
This apparatus is functioning in 
only a few places in this country 
and for grave emergencies, when 
it can be reasonably expected 
that — if the suspended action 
of the kidneys can be carried out 
by this artificial device—normal 
action will later be resumed. 


You will see, I hope, from this 
sketch of the tests of this one 
important system of our bodies, 
first that it is vitally important 
to take good care of these or- 
gans, and second that it is a very 
wise idea to check up on them 
once in a while to see how they 
are doing.

Spice Up One Dish 


—Meal’s a Triumph

One well-seasoned dish can turn the tide at din- 
ner time, and send diners away from the table 
stuffed but contented. The reason: spices were added, 
whether they were as mild as the hint of flavor from 
paprika or stiff as a cloves flavor. 


And what are you striving for 
by using spices; the expert 
touch that makes guests ooh 
and aah with the first bite and 
begin asking for the recipe with 
the second. No need to use so 
little spice that you have to con- 
centrate to grasp a slight fla- 
vor, and certainly it’s taboo to 
have guests huffing and puffing 
with a mouthful of hot peppers 
they cannot swallow. 


The skilled use of seasonings 
has long marked the best cooks, 
even though taste preferences 
are such personal things that 
there can be no sure rules for 
seasoning which would please 
everyone. 

Add a little—take a taste and 
add a little more, that’s the 
most specific rule even the ex- 


perts can give. To help obtain 
the proper degree, here’s a few 
facts to remember. Don’t for- 
get that ground spices are more 
pungent than whole spices, and 
fresh herbs are less aromatic 
than dried. 

Be sure that packages are 
well closed after use. Over ex- 
posure to air, dampness, heat 
and light should be avoided. The 
value of spices and herbs de- 
pends on certain fine -essential 
oils, formed during growth. 
These are soon impaired if 
pack ages remain open. 

Freshness and quality of 
spices may be tested by rub- 
bing a little briskly between the 
palms, then smelling. Experi- 
ment with cinnamon first, leav- 
ing red pepper until later.
